Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-33 and 48 - 55 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-33 
and 48 - 55 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
whether taken singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are 
considered within the specific combination claimed, to teach: 

A conductive line (fig. 1,14) configured for utilization in writing information to the 
memory bit and spaced from the stack by a greater distance than any distance of the 
conductive line (fig. 1,18) configured for utilization in reading information and spaced from 
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the stack; the two conductive lines extend longitudinally parallel to one another; and among 
other limitations as recited in independent claims 1, 13, 15 and 26. Reasons for allowance 
of independent claims 48 - 52 have been provided (in corresponding to claims 22-25 and 
30-33) in previous Office Action on May 26, 2003.
